Facility Based Directory Listings (FBDL)

Business Description

Listings involve the publication of an end user’s information within white page directories
and directory assistance. The information that may be listed includes, but is not limited to
the following:
- Name

Address

Phone Number

Business or occupation designation

Extra/additional information

CLEC's provide end-user directory listing information to Qwest to ensure the end-user’s
listings in Qwest’s listing database are current and accurate. These make the CLEC'’s
listings available to Qwest Directory Assistance (DA), other DA providers and for
publication in published white page directories, based on contractual agreements.
Maintaining a comprehensive listing database, regardless of each customer’s Local
Service Provider, ensures that end user customers have access to complete DA
information (provided by Qwest), and the option to appear in a published white page
directory.

Facility Based services are provided to end user customers by CLEC’s who maintain
their own switches, and facilities. A DSR and DL must be submitted for Facility
Based Directory Listings (FBDL). The request may include simple listings only,
complex listings only, or a combination.
A DSR for every FBDL request will be submitted to Qwest. The DSR form contains basic
header information, CLEC initiator information and Service Address information about a
customer order. A minimum of one DL form for every FBDL request will be submitted to
Qwest. The DL record contains the directory listing information that is being requested
and one DL form is required for each directory listing requested.

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63.2 Business Model

The following diagram depicts a normal 850 Facility Based Directory Listings (FBDL) order flow.
A normal order flow means:

No errors

Supplemental orders are not applicable with an FBDL order flow.
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EDI
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1. An FBDL Listing order is initiated by the Co-Provider, translated by the Co-Provider’s
Translator/Gateway to an 850 Purchase Order transaction set, and passed to the Qwest
Translator/Gateway. Qwest’s translator performs a syntax check and returns a positive 997
Functional Acknowledgment (FA) to the Co-Provider. The translator then maps the 850
Purchase Order transaction to an application file format, then forwards to Interconnect
Mediated Access (IMA). The IMA gateway is a middleware that performs order content edits

and interacts with the Operating Support System (OSS).

2. A Directory Service Request Error Detail (DSRED) message is sent to IMA. The IMA
gateway formats and forwards the DSRED message to the EDI Translator/Gateway, where
the message is mapped into an 855 DSRED - Confirmation response and transported to the
Co-Provider’s Translator/Gateway. A 997 Functional Acknowledgment will be returned to
Qwest to confirm the receipt.
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63.2.1 Exception Order Flow

Exception flow exists when an 850 FBDL Listing order encounters an error. Errors are classified
into two types of messages: Rejected and Accepted With Change. The rejection of an FBDL
Listing order can occur at two possible points, either while going through IMA edits which results
in a Fatal error response, or after passing through IMA edits and going through OSS edits for
OSS processing which result in a Rejected response.

Fatal errors are errors detected by the IMA system that prevent the order from processing. To
correct a system generated 855 Fatal error response, the original request must be corrected and
resubmitted using the same PON where the error originally occurred. Messages rejected during
the OSS edit process will generate an 855 DSRED — Rejected response to be returned.

Messages that are accepted but require changes (Accepted With Change) will pass IMA and
OSS edits, but will identify necessary changes and generate an 855 DSRED — Accepted With
Change response to be returned.

The diagram below illustrates possible error responses to the 850 FBDL Listing order. For
simplicity, associated 997 Functional Acknowledgments are not reflected in the diagram.

1. |If an 850 FBDL order fails IMA edits, an 855 Fatal message is returned to the Co-Provider
with one or more error codes.
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2. The Co-Provider, having received the system generated 855 Fatal, needs to correct the 850
FBDL Listing order with the same or different PON, and re-send the 850 FBDL Listing order
as an original request.

3. If an 850 FBDL Listing order fails OSS edits and an 855 DSRED — Rejected response is
received, the Co-Provider should resubmit the request with a new PON.

4. When the 850 FBDL Listing order is posted to the OSS with changes, an 855 DSRED -
Accepted With Change is returned to the CO-Provider. This confirmation means the OSS
has accepted the 850 FBDL Listing order and listing process has begun.

Order Submittal

The process begins with an EDI Trading Partner Access Information being passed between
Qwest and the Co-Provider. The order request is transmitted by the Co-Provider via the EDI 850
format. Qwest will translate and forward the data to the internal application system.

63.4.1 Functional Group Envelope — Routing Information

Separate maps have been created per ordering function. EDI envelopes are used to initiate
translation processing and to invoke the correct map. In order to optimize interactive
performance, the Co-Provider and Qwest agree to include only one transaction set per Functional
Group, and one Functional Group per Interchange.

The Interchange envelope provides the Interchange Sender ID and Receiver ID information for
EDI transport to deliver the transmission for external routing. The Functional Group Envelope
routes the enclosed transaction set’s output after translation to a specific application or
application interface.

The Application Sender’s Code (GS02) and Receiver’'s Code (GS03) are the linkage from the
Functional Group Envelope to the translator’s trading partner profile/relationship database in
which the proper mapping and routing information are stored. In addition, the Functional Identifier
Code (GS01) is the code identifying a group of application related transaction sets.
